President Eisenhower will go to 
Washington Friday where at 
o’clock he will preside at exercises 
officially admitting Hawaii into 
the Union as the fiftieth state. He 
will sign a proclamation certify 
ing Hawaii’s statehood and sign 
an executive order on the new 
design for the 30-star flag. These

made by 
.lames C. Hagerty, press secre 
tary, at a news conference Tues­ 
day afternoon in the Hotel Get­ 
tysburg press room. 
Hagerty also announced that 
Hie President has changed his 
departure time for his flight to 
Europe. He will leave the states 
at 6:30 p m., August 26, and ar 
rive in Bonn. Germany, at 9 a m.. 
Aug 27. This will enable the Pres­ 
ident to get an overnight’s rest 
in Europe before continuing his 
flights to Paris, London and Scot­ 
land.

That would have 
given veterans of World War II 
and Inter another year to take out 
National Service life insurance. 
The Eisenhower administration 
has opposed the bill strongly in 
its present form but there was 
considerable doubt the President 
would veto it. 
The Senate passed the bill last 
Thursday by a vote of 86-6 and 
the House by 226-34 on June 15. 
Both votes are well over the two- 
thirds margin needed to pass a 
law over the President’s veto.

On August 27, 1859, near a small 
town on Oil Creek, Crawford 
County.

Drake, a 40 year-old former con­ 
ductor of the New York and New 
Haven Railway. Thus a railroad 
man contributed, unknowingly, to 
the development of a motor fuel 
which today keeps 57 million pas­ 
senger cars running on the high­ 
ways, competing with the "iron 
horse." To say that railways have 
suffered because of motor vehicle 
transportation would he the under­ 
statement of the month.
